Specification 



Applicant is reminded of tlie proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be Implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concems," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 150 words in 
length. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



1. The use of the trademarks "ORACLE". "UNIX", "LINUS" etc... have been noted in 
this application. It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be 
accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is pemnissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
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their use in any manner, which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Roth 
(USP 5857205), and further in view of LaRue et al. (USP 6487560). 

3. As per claim 1 , Roth teaches: 

a database including a previous document table with data of the document, an internal 
document table with validated data of the document - col. 3, line 61 to col. 4, line 27. 
- col. 3, lines 7-20; col. 4, lines 10-27; the abstract; col. 13, lines 36-52. 
compare data of the document with data of the previous table - col. 4, lines 10-27; col. 
7, lines 54-62; col. 1 1, lines 23-30; col. 13, lines 36-52. 

define a change based on the compare - col. 5, lines 54-67; col. 6, lines 35-43; col. 10, 
lines 31-46; col. 1 1, lines 23-30. 

However. Roth does not explicitly suggest replace the data of the previous document 
table with the element of the document. LaRue teaches system and methods for robust 
synchronization of datasets - the title. LaRue teaches synchronization of data records 
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after changes are detected and validate tiie data and replace the data of internal 
document table - col. 4, line 54 to col. 5, line 55; figs. 7a-c; col. 23, lines 33-67. Thus, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art at the time of the invention 
to synchronize records after changes are detected in which new versions or 
new/modified records of data are shown in the system. 

4. As per claim 2, Roth teaches document/record/file indicators - col, 10, lines 31- 
46; col. 6, lines 44-65; compares the new data item list to the previous data item list - 
col. 8, lines 54-62. 

5. As per claim 3, Roth teaches the database includes a table with changed data - 
col. 3, lines 61-66; fig. 4b-c; col. 13, lines 60-64. 

6. As per claim 4, Roth teaches records are stored in a standardized format - col. 8, 
lines 40-62. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



Claim 5 is allowed.
